Cut in Food Subsidies. 

Butler announced plans to cut 
food subsidies from $1,148,000,000 
to $700,000,000 to reduce the tax- 
ation burden on wage-earners. 
This. will boost bread prices about 
2 cents a loaf, meat 4 cents a 
pound and cause lesser increases 

in prices of butter, bacon, sugar, 
cheese and tea. 

The Food Ministry assured 
Britons, however, that their meat 
ration will be increased to keep 
pace with any yrice boosts. Brit- 
ons now are rationed to 16 cents’ 
worth.of meat a week. 

Gaitskell charged that the 
budget proposals had little rela- 
tion. to Britain’s economic crisis. 

“We are u0t as a nation being 
asked to reduce consumption,” he 
said, “It is not a question of 
gharing our sacrifices.

10-Day Restraining Order. 


After the Government obtained 
a 10-day temporary restraining 
order in Cleveland shortly before 
noon yesterday, chiefs of the 
Brotherhoods of Locomotive En- 
gineers, Railway Conductors and 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men sent out messages ordering 
their 6000 members to end -the 
walkout. 


The court order and the union 
return-to-work directive were 
\ presented formally here at a 
meeting of the 650 St. Louis 
strikers. The meeting at United 
Halls, 2354 Lafayette avenue, a 
two-hour session which began at 
5:15 p.m., proved a stormy affair. 
Angry shouting could be heard 
behind the closed doors. A num- 
ber of votes were taken before 
the men agreed to end the walk- 
out, and the final vote was far 
from unanimous. 

On leaving the meeting, some 
of the strikers, grim and tight- 
lipped, made thumbs-down ges- 
tures to express their dissatisfac- 
tion with the majority decision. 

Glenn Andrews, head of the 
firemen’s grievance committee, 
said: “There was lots of opposi- 
tion, but after careful considera- 
tion of the federal court’s re- 
straining order, the men decided 
to follow the 
wishes, as we have done for the 
last three years.” 

Appeal by Young Fireman. 

It was learned that an impas- 
sioned appeal by a young worker 
was the turning point in the meet- 
ing.

Symington who returned to his 
St. Louis county home last night 
after an extended’ vacation in the 
British West Jndies, drove to 
Jefferson City today for a visit 
with John H. Hendren, former 
Democratic state chairman during 
the first wo years of Gov, For- 
rest Smith’s <dministration. 

He told reporters there he was 
just “enjoying the view of Jef- 
ferson City from the window of 
Mr. Hendren’s office,” adding he 
hoped to see. Gov. Smith “if he 
has time” during today’s visit. He 
is planning to return to Jeffer- 
son City next week and might 
have something to say then, he 
said. 

A strong movement to persuade 
Symington to seek the senatorial 
nomination developed in Feb- 
ruary, when he announced that 
‘he was leaving the RFC and re- 
turning to Missouri from Wash- 
ington. Since that time he has 
said that he was not “available” 
but indicated he had not entirely 
rejected the idea. 

Today's statement that he will 

make a definite announcement of 
his plans is the first public indi- 
cation he has offered that he has 
given the senatorial race suffi- 
cient consideration to be able to 
give a “yes” or “no” answer.

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Two-Year Limit on Earnings Tax 
Passes in Senate by Single Vote 


Action : Means Bill, if Approved, Must Go 
Back to House — Delay Likely 
to Kill Measure.

After brief debate, the Sen- | 
ate approved an amendment of- 

fered by Senator Meredith Gar- 
ten (Rep.), of Pierce City, which 
provides that the city’s authority 
to levy an earnings tax will ex- 
pire on April 1, 1954. The vote 
on the amendment was 14 to 10. 

Later the bill was withdrawn 
from consideration until next 
Monday, when sponsors plan to 
seek reconsideration of the 
admendment. | 

Adoption of the amendment 
was a serious setback for the city 
administration's bill to raise 
$7,000,000 to $8,000,000 a year in 
additional revenue to meet the 
mounting St. Louis municipal 
deficit. 

It means that the House- 
apBroved measure, if finally ap- 
proved by the Senate, will have 
to be returned to the House for 
concurrence in the amendment. 
With the Legislature now plan- 
ning to adjourn next week, the 
amendment may cause a fatal de- 
lay in consideration of the tax 
proposal. 

Fear Defeat in House. 


Sponsors of the measure also 
were anxious to defeat all Senate 
amendments because they fear 
they will be unable to repass the 
measure in the House. The bill 
was barely passed in the House 
last Dec. 4, after being defeated 
twice by that body. 

The tax limitation amendment 
was adopted by a combination of 
Republican and rural Democratic 
Senators. Senator Anthony W. 
Webbe (Dem.), was the only St. 
Louis Senator to support the 
amendment. The six other city 
Senators voted against it. 

The limitation was approved 
after rural members voiced strong 
objections against setting up the 
St. Louis earnings tax authority 
on a permanent basis. They ex- 
pressed the fear that unless the 
tax was authcrized as a tempo- 
rary emergency measure, other 
Missouri municipalities would de- 
mand the right to levy an earn- 
ings tax. 

Darst In Gallery. 


Mayor Joseph M. Darst and 
other.

“The amendment will kill the 
bill unless it is reconsidered and 
defeated,” the Mayor later told 
the Post-Dispa‘zh.

No Allegiance to Convention. 


A man of great energy, raised 
in such an atmosphere, is likely 
to avoid the habit of allegiance to 
rigid conventions and. accepted 
ways of doing things. Such self- 
reliance is clearly a part of Gen. 
Eisenhower's character. 

In addition to the quotations 
from Gen. Eisenhower in the fore- 
going articles, there have been 
incidents in his life and anecdotes 
about him which also help to show 
what kind of a man he is and 
what he believes in. 

In Paris there turned up not 
long ago a major general who 
had been his contemporary at 
West Point. On one evening of 
their West Point days the future 
major general, horrified, watched 
Cadet Eisenhower roll a cigarette 
and smoke it. 

“You know,” Gen. Eisenhower 
reminisced in Paris, “I still can’t 
understand how so-and-so got 
those two stars. He’s always been 
afraid to break a regulation.” 

He once reflected on clubmen: 

“Their clubs are no change 
from their offices—almost identi- 
cally the same mahogany furni- 
ture, well-fed gentlemen, com- 
plaints about the Government. 
Their minds get ingrown. Yet, 
they're supposed to set the pat- 
tern for the country that the rest 
of us live. Why don’t they go 
home, where they can have all 
sorts of people in and learn from 
them? We'd all be better off!” 

“Thoughts of a Commander.” 


In 1942, at Gibraltar, he sat at 
an oaken table and wrote on @ 
pad: 

“Inconsequential thoughts of a 
commander during one of the in- 
terminable ‘waiting periods.’ 

“War brings about’ strange, 
sometimes ridiculous situations. 
In my service, I’ve often thought 
or dreamed of commands, peace 
commands, battle commands, ad- 
ministrative commands, etc. One 
I now have could never, under any 
conditions, have entered my mind 
even fleetingly. I have operation- 
al command of Gibraltar! The 
symbol of the solidity of the 
British Empire—the hallmark of 
safety and security at home—the 
jealously guarded rock that has 
played a tremendous part in the 
trade development of the English 
race! An American is in charge 
and I am he. Hundreds of feet 
within the bowels of the Rock it- 
self I have my CP. I simply must 
have a grandchild or I'll never 
have the fun of telling this when 
I'm fishing, gray bearded, on the 
banks of a quiet bayou in the 
deep south.” 

Recommends Patton 


Back in September, 1943, when 
Gen. Eisenhower was sure that

Justice Jacksoh, who writes the majority opin- 
ion, takes a favorable view of Judge Medina’s 
handling of the trial’ Asserting that the Su- 
preme Court will, if its aid be needed, protect 
counsel on behalf of “any person whatsoever.” 
he gues on to draw this line: “But it will not 
equate contempt with courage or insults with 
independence. It will also protect the processes 
of orderly trial.” 

The dissenters read the same record of the 
noisy, heated, long-drawnout trial and come to 
a quite different conclusion as to the detach- 
ment of Judge Medina. Justices Frankfurter 
and Douglas find difficulty in determining 
“whether members of the bar conspired to drive 
a judge from the bench or whether the judge 
used the authority of the bench to whipsaw the 
lawyers, tempt them and to create for himself 
the role of the persecuted.” 

Many who watched the trial day by day come 
to the conclusion which Justice Douglas now 
reluctantly reaches: 


That neither is blameless, that there is 
fault on each side, that we have here the 
‘spectacle of the bench and bar using the 
courtroom for an unseemly demonstration of 
garrulous discussion and of ill-will and hot 
tempers. 


Extending this Justice Frankfurter goes* so 
far as to say that Judge Medina “acted as the 
prosecuting witness (and) thought of himself 
as such.” It is Justice Black who notes a “con- 
stantly growing resentment by Judge Medina 
against the lawyers.” The senior member of the 
Supreme Court cites Judge: Medina’s charge of 
liar against one of the lawyers “as a drastic 
deviation from the desirable judicial standard” 
and finds in it ample reason for taking the 
contempt case against the lawyers out of his 
hands. Undoubtedly Judge Medina’s patience

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The Strike Called Off 

Leaders of the railroad brotherhoods must 
have known when they called their strike against 
the New York Central and the Terminal Rail- 
road of St. Louis that they would have to call 
it off as soon as the Government moved for an 
injunction. This they have now done, and the 
question is what purpose the strike and its cost- 
ly consequences could have served. 

There is no doubt that the railroad workers 
have a grievance in that the dispute over their 
wages and working rules has dragged on for 
three years without a settlement. The railroad 
companies and the Government which nominally 
operates their properties have apparently felt 
littie pressure to reach a settlement. Govern- 
ment seizure in effect prevented the men from 
striking but did not solve the dispute which 


created the impulse to strike. 


The revolt against the union leadership at 
Toledo, and symptoms of revolt elsewhere, show 
how deep the grievance is. Nevertheless both 
the rank and file and the leadership of the 
union must recognize that if the Government can 
end a strike by seeking an injunction there was 
little point in calling a strike in the first place. 
Whut purpcre can it possibly serve except to 
throw sand in the gears of the defense effort 
and create a costly, if brief, derangement of the 
national economy? 

Whatever view may be taken ofithe general 
principle of strikes in public utility services, the 
fact is that under the law as it now stands, and 
the circumstances that now exist, railroad work- 
ers do not enjoy the effective right to strike. 
This has been shown in one dispute after anoth- 
Always the 
result is the same: the Government seizes the 
railroads, and the courts terminate the strike. 

If the strike weapon cannot be effective, what 
possible reason can there be for using it? No 
matter how justified their grievance, the railroad 
workers should face the fact that it must be 
settled by peaceful means. The public is sick 
and tired of these hit-and-run railroad strikes. 
On all parties to this dispute—workers, manage- 
ment and Government—rests an obligation to 
reach a settlement promptly and make it stick. 
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Two Urgent Appeals 

As debate begins on reorganizing the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, the ‘Senate should consider 
two late appeals for approval from especially 
competent sources. 

One appeal for the President’s reorganization 
plan comes frome Congressman King. This Cali- 
fornian led an inquiry into the tax evasion scan- 
dals. The other is from the Citizens Committee 
which has campaigned for the efficient stream- 
lining of government proposed by the Hoover 
Commission. 

Both appeals stress one point. That is the ur- 
gency of getting tax. collectors out of politics 
and into civil service. The President’s plan 
would accomplish this. The Citizens’ Committee 
calls it ‘a splendid opportunity to strike a heavy 
blow at the system of political patronage.” 

Congressman King rightly refers to the .issue 
as “a crisis in the fight for good government.” 
The Senate has until midnight Friday to act or 
the reorganization goes into effect automatically. 
At stake is the integrity of the country’s biggest 
billion-dollar business and the interest of mil- 
lions of taxpayers. Their eyes are on the Senate.

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Russia’s Latest Bid 


It is not necessary to be the seventh son of 
the seventh son of a prophet to discern the 
prime purpose .of the latest Russian proposal 
for a Big Four conference to draw up a peace 
treaty for a reunited Germany. That purpose is 
to block the inclusion of a rearmed West Ger- 
many in the NATO defensive alliance against 
possible Soviet aggression. 


As always the fundamental issue is the sin- 


cerity of the Kremlin. Do the Russians, as they 
pretend, really want a viable settlement of the 
biggest single cause of disagreement between 
them and the West? Or do they merely want to 
stall off effective Western strength? — 

Most of us are likely to come to a quick eon- 
clusion as to the Kremlin’s motives. We should, 
however, avoid giving the Russians the propa- 
ganda advantage, no matter how trumped up. 
Our answer should not make jit easy for them 
to say that it is always they who make the 
peace proposals and we who turn them down. 

If we can win battles of psychological warfare, 
we may escape the necessity of winning battles 
of bombs and shells. Further there are certain 
real considerations in favor of a reunited Ger- 
many which deserve serious consideration, espe- 
cially since the Western nations are, in princi- 
ple, committed to such a reunification. 

First of all, reunification is the most ardent 
aspiration of the Germans, East and West. Lan- 
guage, cuiture, tradition, economic and commer- 
cial considerations, property ownership and 
many other factors will keep this aspiration 
alive indefinitely. Every West German politician 
is pledged to work for its realization. To oppose 
it would be political suicide. , 

Second, there are important political elements 
in the Western nations, especially in France, 
convinced that a reunited, neutralized Germany 
as a buffer between the East and the West 
would be a greater safeguard than a contingent 
of German troops in Gen." Eisenhower's army. 

Undoubtedly a peace settlement with a re- 
united Germany is an objective of the highest 
importance. The question is whether the time is 
ripe for it, and whether the Russians are sincere 
in proposing it. Unhappily the record offers 
precious little reassurance oh the latter point: 
In view of what has happened almost since the 
end of the war, it is all but impossible to regard 
any such Russian proposal as anything but a 
diplomatic booby-trap. But can eyes-open diplo- 
macy turn a booby-trap to good advantage?

McCarran subcommittee reveals deliberate pattern of procedure in 
Lattimore hearings, editorial says; questioners seem to be bent on 
entrapment and exhaustion of witness; moreover, members unfairly 
insist on viewing actions of decade ago in context of today.

In the nine consecutive days during 
whick Owen Lattimore has been in its 
power, the McCarran subcommittee has 
revealed a clear and deliberate pattern of 


procedure. 


It is not, in our judgment, a pattern de- 
signed to get at the truth; it is not a pat- 
tern which confurms to American stand- 
ards of fair play; and it is not a pattern 
which reflects credit upon any congres- 
sional committee. 

We submit four observations concern- 
ing it. 

1. The subcommittee has given to Mr. 
Lattimore, and to other witnesses be- 
fore it, the sem- ¥22 
blance but not the —~ 
substance of the 
right to counsel. Mr. 

Lattimore has been 
accompanied at the 
hearings by an able 
and highly esteemed 


member of the local 


bar. 

But this lawyer 
has been allowed to 
do little more than 
remain in the room. 
He has been forbid- 
den to cross-examine 
the witness or even 
to suggest questions 
to be asked by committee members. He 
has been forbidden to advise the witness 
on his own initiative, of to object to ques- 
tions which he may consider improper. 

The most he has been able to do is whis- 
per an opinion when his client turns and 
publicly asks his advice on a point of law. 
This is a procedure which makes a mock- 
ery of the right to counsel. 

2. The subcommittee appears to be bent 
upon entrapmeft of the witness. Its 
studied method is to ask him to recall 
events, coriversations and correspondence 
a decade or more in the past; and then, 
when he suffers the slightest lapse of inac- 
curacy of recollection, the subcommittee 
counsel comes up triumphantly with some- 
thfhg from the files which in the interest 
of getting at the facts, should have been 
shown to the witness before the question 
was asked.

This kind of stacking of the evidence is 
exacerbated by a bullying insistence on the 
part of committee members that questions 
involving subtle shades of meaning be an- 
swered with a flat yes or no. 

3. The subcommittee persists in viewing 
opinions, actions and afsociations of a 
decade or more ago as though they had 
taken place in the context, and with the 
full knowledge, of the contemporary situ- 
ation. 

It wholly ignores the fact that a man 
might conscientiously have been less suspi- 
cious of possible Communist sympathies 
on the part of an associate in 1938 than 
he would be in 1952; that a man might 
reasonably have viewed the Chinese Com- 


munists in one light in 1945 and in quite . 


another later on, aftar their enmity to the 
United States had been demonstrated. 

There is much merit to the old maxim 
that “circumstances alter cases.” 


4. The subcommittee seems determined 
to beat Owen Lattimore into sheer physi- 
cal exhaustion, to make fatigue and de- 
spair extort admissions which he would 


'not make of his own free will. 


When Mr. Lattimore pleaded fatigue and 
asked for a respite the other day, Senator 
McCarran said the members of the sub- 
committee were tired, too. The subcom- 


mittee with half ‘a dozen members and two 


staff lawyers, all acting as prosecutors, 
has been able to question this lone witness 
in relays. 


For nine days it has subjected him to an 
incessant drumfire of interrogation—in a 
process uncomfortably like that which the 
Russians so commonly employ to break 
down innocent men. He has stood up to 
it well enough and will go back for more. 
But it is a frightening spectacle, as one 
foreign journalist put it, to see a commit- 
tee of the United States Senate bully and 
torment a witness in: this fashion—as 
though he were in an arena, at bay, pro- 
viding sport for the public. 

Perhaps the subcommittee chairman, 
Senator McCarran, needs to be reminded 
that bull fighting, so popular in Spain, has 
never had much appeal in the United 
States. 


Thirteen- Year Note to Consumers 


From the Family Economics Bureau of the Northwestern National Life Insurance Co. 


The average American consumer is liv- 

ing 36 per cent better than in 1939. This 
is his per capita share of the rise in pro- 
duction of consumer goods .and services 
over prewar output: if you haven’t gotten 
your share, inflation has probably “hi- 
jacked” it and delivered it to somebody 
else. : 
Actually the total production of all con- 
sumer goods and services is up 60 per cent 
from 1939, but the supply per person is 
only 36 per cent larger because our popula- 
tion is twenty-four million greater than it 
was in 1939. Food production is 35 per cent 
larger, or 14 per cent more per capita; 
this shrinks to about 11 per cent more per 
capita after allowing for increased United 
States exports of food. 

In spite of defense activities, our fac- 
tory -civilian goods production is greater 
by an estimated 80 per cent than the pre- 
war volume, yielding nearly 55 per cent 
more manufactured-goods for each con- 
sumer. Volume of services—medical at- 
tention, hotel lodgings, dry cleaning, etc. 
—is nearly 65 percent greater, or about 
40 per cent more service available per 
capita. . 

These are. increases in actual goods and 
services for .better living, the report em- 
phasizes, adding that this is what has real- 
ly raised our American standard of living, 
and not the vast increase in the number 
of dollars in circulation, which has merely 
produced the inflation that has cheated 
millions out of their share of the improve- 
ment. 

Because the total number of dollars in 
circulation has tripled since 1939 while 
total production of consumer goods and 
services is only a little over half again as 
great, there are now nearly twice as many 


dollars outstanding per unit of goods as 
in 1939. So each dollar. “claim-ticket” is 
worth only about half as much goods as a 
prewar dollar. 

This inflation of the money supply has 
taken away buying power, and therefore 
goods, from people living on savings, war 
bonds. insurance policies and fixed or near- 
fixed incomes, and has added those goods 
to the shares of other groups. 

The one-third increase in total United 
States food production has been achieved 
by actually one-fourth fewer farm workers; 
it is due to improved farming methods 
and a 10-billion-dollar investment in new 
farm machinery since 1939, says the re- 
port. Increase in output of other goods and 
in services is partly due to an investment 
of 150 billien dollars in new industrial 
plants and equipment since 1939, and part- 
ly to a 50 per cent rise in the number of 
people doing non-farm work, including a 
drep in unemployment from nine and one- 
half million in 1939 to one and three- 
quarter million at the end of 1951. 

As rising defense production begins to 
cut into output for civilians, our average 
living standard may recede somewhat from 
the 36-per-cent-above-1939 level.

The American Stage 


FIFTY YEARS OF AMERICAN DRAMA: 1900-1950, by 
Alan S. Downer. (Henry Regnery Co., 159 pgs., $2.50.) 
The theater may have its up and downs. 

According to the ever-rumbling prophets 

of doom, rigor mortis has been setting in 

almost since Thespis first wheeled his cart 
about the Grecian countryside centuries 
before the Christian era. Yet, samehow 
or other the process never seems to reach 
its logical finis. One evidence of this 
stubborn clutch on life is the number of 
books on the subject of the “Fabulous 

Invalid” which keep pouring from the 

presses. Among the writers who cheer- 

fully feed these presses is Professor Alan 

S. Downer of Princeton, one of our most 

useful and stimulating young scholars in 

the field of the theater. Last year he pub- 
lished a concise and illuminating history 
of the Brftish drama in something less 
than 400- pages—rather a feat in itself. 

This year he comes up with a study of 

the last half century of American drama, 

He starts off with Madame Butterfly, 
the short play by John Luther Long and 
David Belasco which inspired Puccini's 
porular opera, and proceeds at once to 
show that it is the same old story if not 
altogether in the same old way. “The 
situation is neither tragic nor exotic; it 
has served the theater of all nations and 
playwrights of every caliber from Terence 
in ancient Roman comedy to Dion Bouci- 
cault in nineteenth-century English’ melo- 
drania. Belasco and Long have simply 
draped it in a kimono and painted almond 
eyes on the star.” 

* + + 

The same treatment is accorded Hatch- 
er Hughes’ Pulitzer Prize winner, “Hell- 
Bent for Heaven.” There is, indeed, so 
much violence in the action, and violence 
of a particularly familiar theatrical sort, 
that the folk material seems to be little 
more than flavoring to make the melo- 
drama less stale.” (‘All of which is true 
enough, but does not, just the same, keep 
“Hell-Bent for Heaven” from providing 
an exciting evening in the theater for the 
average playgoer.) 

One author who is pretty thoroughly 
demolished is Clyde Fitch, at the turn of 
the century widely hailed as probably the 
author of the future great Americam trag- 
edy. Fitch died with that masterpiece 
unwritten. 

But Mr. Downer did not take up his pen 
merely to attack established reputations. 
For some American playwrights he has 
the greatest respect. It is, of course, not 
surprising that the name of Eugene O'Neill 
leads all the rest. Two of his works, 
“Desire Under the Elms” and “Mourning 
Becomes Electra,’ he believes, “together 
represent the highest moments of the 
American drama.” Of Philip Barry he 
says, “The serious plays... particularly 
‘Hotel Universe’ and ‘Here Come the 


Clowns’ identify him as O'Neill in petto.” 
a 4 s » 


There is praise too for George Kelly’s 
“The Showoff” and for Zona Gale's almost 
forgotten “Miss Lulu Bett,” which he finds 
notable for their sincerity and truthful- 
ness. Arthur Miller’s “All My Sons” does 
not fare so well, but “The Death of a 
Salesman” is recognized as a superior work. 

The work of Tennessee Williams he 
finds uneven, seeing little to commend in 
his last, “The Rose Tattoo.” He sees his 
characters, says Mr. Downer, through 
their own eyes. “Thus, though his themes 
are in possibility tragic, his plays are in 
actuality pathetic.” , 

This is a good book for play-lover and 
student of the theater.

SULD FOR MILLION 


Famous A. S. W. Rosenbach 
Collection Purchased by 
Swiss Banker. 


NEW YORK, March 12 (AP)— 
The world-famous A. S. W. Rosen- 
bach collection of Shakespeare 
folios and quartos ‘has been sold 
for well over $1,000.000. 

John Fleming, vice president 
and manager of the Rosenbach 
Co., a book firm, said yesterday 
the collection was sold to Dr. 
Martin Bodmer, of Geneva, Switz- 
erland. 

Fleming said the 73-volume col- 
lection includes the first edition 
of the bard’s sonnets, published 
in 1609, and four folios of col- 
lected plays, published in 1623, 
1632, 1663 and 1685. 

Bodmer was identified as a 
banker and vice president of the 
International Red Cross. He re- 
ceived the Rosenbach volumes 
last month. Fleming said it was 
the biggest such collection ever 
to leave America.

POPE CELEBRATES

Pius XII was elected Pope on 
March 2, 1939, his sixty-third 
birthday. His coronation was held 
on March 12, 1939.

This orchestra has improved 
greatly since its last appearance 
in St. Louis some ten years ago. 
If the performance last night 
was a normal demonstration of 
its quality & is now an alert, 
well disciplined, well integrated 
organization with an agreeable 
composite tone. The string sec- 
tion was particularly impressive 
by reason of its warmth and 
homogeneity. But the. string 
section was small in relationship 
to the standard complement of 
wood, brass and percussion and 
as a result tended to get out of 
balance in fortissimo passages 
when the brasses were involved. 
This happened once or twice. In 
general, however, Conductor Se- 
vitzky enforced the other.-alter- 
native of good balance and a re- 
stricted sound which in a large 
and not too resonant auditorium 
robbed the ensemble of depth 
and forceful impact at critical 
moments. 

In the circumstances a differ- 
ent sort of program would have 
been better. Conductor Sevitzky 
might also have allowed for the 
fact that the Brahms Fourth 
Symphony and Richard Strauss’s 
“Death and Transfiguration” 
would not be considered novel- 
ties in a city that had its own 
orchestra. 

The Brahms Symphony, how- 
ever, was well and solidly played. 
In the final movement, Conductor 
Sevitzky made tempo modifica- 
tions in several of the variations, 
p-esumably with the purpose of 
emphasizing their special charac- 
ters. This procedure, it seemed 
to me, was not harmonious with 
the character of the movement as 
a whole which needed an unre- 
mitting steadiness of pace as a 
unifying ingredient. 

The “Death and Transfigura- 
tion” by Strauss was cleanly and 
flexibly played. The Bach D Mi- 
nor “Toccata and Fugue” in an 
arrangement by Sevitzky himself, 
profited by its clear articulation 
of detail. The program was round-

Primitive Air Pattern. 


At the last session, Congress 
authorized $12,500,000 for testing 
jet transports built on a prototype 
basis.

Whether even the 
modest sum asked this time for 
carrying out much more limited 
tests will be approved in this 
economy year is doubtful. 


American backwardness in this 
newest field illustrated vividly the 
plight of the airline and aviation 
industry. Last year, for the first 
time, commercial air transport in 
this country became a Dillion- 
dollar industry. Passenger traffic 
dominated the picture, accounting 
for about 80 per cent of the $1,- 
043,324,812 in total operating rev- 
enues. This represented a 21 per 
cent increase over 1950. 

The possibilities for expansion 
have scarcely been touched. Yet,

Competition and Safety. 


After two crashes by non-sked 
planes, there was considerable 
talk about the safety factor on 
these irregularly scheduled flights. 
But shortly afterward two sched- 
uled air liners of the most mod- 
ern type crashed in the vicinity 
of Newark, N.J., airport, indicat- 
ing that the safety factor is not 
necessarily related to the method 
of operation. 

The regular air lines that early 
acquired the basic routes are ac- 
cused by some critics of wanting 
to maintain a monopoly, exclud- 
ing any new competition. In his 
frequent dissents from the opin- 
ion of the majority of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board, Joseph Ad- 
ams, one of the most conscien- 
tious and also knowledgeable 
members, argues that a little 
competition is just what the 
regulars need. 

Adams maintains that the 
whole coach-fare system, which 
has now been extended to Euro- 
pean routes, resulted from the 
competing rates of the non-skeds, 
The coach-fare system has meant 
a large increase in passenger 
revenue. 


Coach-Fare Passengers. 


In a recent dissent, CAB Mem- 
ber Adams pointed out that on 
the New York-California and the 
New York-Miami runs, standard- 
fare traffic has increased at a 
much faster rate than on other 
routes. He expressed the belief 
that “many thousands of the low 
coach-fare passengers initially 
carried by the large irregular op- 
erators have voluntarily chosen 
to ‘upgrade themselves’ to the 
certificated carriers’ system.” 

The Senate Small Business 
Committee also has been inter- 
ested in the right of the non- 
scheduled lines to compete at 
least to a limited degree. To the 
industry this -looks like unwar- 
ranted intervention. But in re- 
ality competition is one of the 
ways by which the barriers can 
be broken down. As the recent 
past has shown, it can help to 
open up an expansion that is still 
a great potential.

Mansfield’s Argument. 
Mansfield said “as Gen. Eisen- 
hower is an official of the Gov- 
ernment and is an officer on ac- 
tive duty, he has, in my opinion, 
a responsibility to appear before 
our committee so that we may 
avail ourselves . . . of his knowl- 
edge and his counsel.” 
Eisenhower partisans would 
like nothing better than to see 
him come home as a civilian so 
he could take part in the cam- 
paign to win him the G.O.P. pres- 
idential nomination, especially 
after his showing in the New 
Hampshire primary. 

Would Be On Spot. 

But some of the Eisenhower 
leaders feared that his return in 
uniform to testify on legislation 
would put him on the spot. 
They were. afraid that such 
testimony would tie him closely 
in the public mind to the Demo- 
cratic administration because he 
presumably would support Tru- 
man’s foreign aid recommenda- 
tions for Europe. 
If he made a strong personal 
plea for the aid program, he also 
would risk a rebuff at the hands 
of Congress. It is generally ex- 
pected that the. election-year 
Congress will make a substantial 
cut in Truman’s program. 
McMahon, after making his 
proposal in the foreign relations 
committee, agreed to hold it 
back until a full attendance could 
be mustered. He told reporters 
he had not thought about the 
political implications but wanted 
to hear Eisenhower as “the out- 
standing expert on the adminis- 
tration and prospects for success” 
of the Mutual Security Program. 
Might Be Embarrassing. 
Another committee member, 
Senator Sparkman (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, told reporters he, too, 
would like to hear Eisenhower. 
But he added : 
“The question is whether, in 
view of the political involvements, 
we should extend an invitation 
which might be embarrassing to 
him to turn down or accept.” 
Senator Cain (Rep.), Washing- 
ton, an armed services committee 
member, said he thinks Ejisen- 
hower should be asked to return 
if his testimony is needed. 
Senator Smith (Rep.) New Jer- 
sey, saying it would put Eisen- 
hower, “‘on the spot,” urged that 
the general be consulted confi- 
dentially before he is invited.

"Vinegar Bend’ in No-Hit Turn

HEY’RE still arguing in the 

Cardinal camp about the 

batting-out-of-turn rhubarb 
of Monday in Bradenton, and 
Eddie Stanky insists that the 
only ruling that would convince 
him that he was wrong and the 
umpires right would be one 
from the major league rules © 
committee. 

The batting-out-of-turn rule 
is one of the most confusing in 
the book and the mistake is so 
rare in the major league that 
invariably long arguments fol- 
low umpires’ decisions on the 
blunder. 

In the game at Bradenton 
Monday, in the second inning, 

' Parks was due to bat with one 
out and a runner on base with 
the No. 8 batter, Logan, due to 
follow and Pitcher Bickford 
next in order. The confusion 
started when Manager Tommy 
Holmes changed his lineup at 
the last minute, switching Parks 
and Logan, And so when it 
was Parks’s time to bat, Logan, 
went to the plate, 

Stanky made no protest then 
and still made no. kick about 
the wrong man batting when 
Logan was retired. Then Parks 
went to the plate and hit a dou- 
ble and when Stanky protested, 
the umpire, Seotty Robb, up- 
held his contention that the 
wrong batter had been at the 
plate. The umpire ruled that 
Bickford was out, and Stanky 
protested when the lead-off 
man in the Braves’ batting or- 
der went to the plate, instead 
of Bickford. 

However, Umpire Robb was 
correct in his ruling. The thing 
that caused the misunderstand- 
ing was the fact that the first 
pitch to Parks, though he also 
was batting out of turn, made | 
it no longer possible to pro- 
test Logan’s batting out of turn. 
In other words, as soon as the 
Cardinal pitcher ‘made one 
pitch to Parks, Logan’s time 
at bat became legal, regardless 
of what he had done. But 
Parks still was batting out of 

turn and the man who should 
have been up there was the bat- 
ter following Logan in the bat- 
ting order. That man was Bick- 
ford, and the rules say that 
when a man bats in the wrong 
place, the man who should have 
— batting, shall be called 
out. : 


Stubborn Stanky Wants 


Higher Court to Rule. 
CCORDING to the rules, if 
three men ‘should miss a 
turn at bat, because of a 

man that much lower in the 
batting order going to the plate, 
and the defending team does 
not call attention to the fact 
and the man f ollowing the 
wrong batter in the order re- 
ceives one pitch, there can be 
no penalty, The man stays at 
‘bat and the net result is that 
the three men who were skipped 
just miss a turn at bat. 

_Stanky, of course, played it 

right. There was no sense in 
protesting Logan’s turn at bat, 
out of turn, when Logan was 
retired. If he had hit safely, 
Stanky, who knew what was . 
happening, would have pro- 
tested and Parks would have 
been called out. Stanky’s only 
mistake was in arguing that 
Bickford, called out because 
Parks batted out of turn, should 
be the first batter in the suc- 
ceeding inning. 

It may sound a little confus- 
ing, but there’s a lesson for 
managers in what happened. If 
you're managing a club and one 
of your men bats out of turn, 
get the next man in your bat- 
ling order up to the plate as 
quickly as possible, and if he re- 
ceives one pitch, you can’t be 
penalized. 

“I don’t care, I still think 
Bickford should have been the 
lead-off batter in that third in- 
ning,” Stanky insisted, getting 
in the last word in the wordy 
argument, “and I won't admit 
I’m wrong until I get it in black 
and white from the rules com- 
mittee ... but I'll tell you this: 
If I do learn officially that I 
was wrong, I will apologize pub- 
licly to the umpires.” 

The umpires may be glad to 
pass up the apology, however. 
Stanky offered to wager two 
hats that the umpires had made 
an incorrect decision, and if the 
rules committee ever gets around 
to it, Stanky will be informed 
officially that the boys in blue 
knew that batting-out-of-turn 
rule better than he did. And 
of course the rules committee 
can’t very well take cognizance 
of any wagers involving hats or 
anything else. 

“I’m not hard-headed,” was 
another snapper from Stanky, 
“IT just know I’m right.”

Bird migration has always been 
a mystery to man. In ancient 
times, people believed that birds 
spent the winter hibernating in 
caves. Some even thought they 
plunged into the water and buried 
themselves in the mud at the bot- 
tom of marshes and streams. As 
late as 1760, swallows. were re- 
ported to hibernate in the Charles 
river of Massachusetts. 


Man has always wondered at 
the. miracle of migration. For 
more than 3500 years the ‘why’ of 
migration has been pondered and 
the answers of today are as 
varied, and some of them as zany, 
as they were in the days of Plato 
and Pliny. These modern theories 
vary from the glacial hypothesis 
to the effect of ultra-violet light 
and the length of day enlarging 
the sexual glands in the spring 
and decreasing them in the fall.

Bird band- 
ing has aided’ greatly in solving 
the patterns of flight and dis- 
tances covered and has proved the 
homing instincts of the migrants 
as well. as furnishing valuable 
data regarding migratory routes. 
But the ‘why’ of migration may 
always remain a mystery.

The spring migration of water- 
fowl northward to the nesting 
grounds is not as spectacular as 
the fall flight southward. Neither 
is it as rapid. There are no shot- 
guns to hasten them on their 
journey, only binoculars and cam- 
eras which are neither loud nor 
lethal.

Creek Refuge in Northwestern 
Missouri. Here a considerable con- 
centration of them dawdle and 
feed for two weeks or more before 
continuing their journey. No one 
knew the nesting grounds of the 
blue geese until 1929. A Cape 
Dorset Eskimo guided J. D. Soper, 
Dominion wildlife officer, to a 
great tundra on Baffin Island. 
Some snow geese nest on the 
same grounds and apparently fre- 
quently interbreed with the blues. 


Depends on Nesting Conditions. 


Practically all the ducks that 
use the Mississippi flyway are 
raised in the marshes, lakes and 
potholes of the northern states 
and Canada. This spring will send 
more ducks back to the Canadian 
breeding grounds than have re- 
turned in a decade. Next fall’s 
shooting looks very favorable but 
much depends on water condi- 
tions in Canada during the sum- 
mer’s nesting season. 


The Arctic tern is the champion 
of all the migrants. Nesting with- 
in 500 miles ef the North Pole, 
their favorite winter range is 
11,000 miles away in the seas of 
the Anarctic continent, Their mi- 
gration distance’each year adds 
up to 22,000 miles. The tiny hum- 
mingbird journeys from Brazil to 
Alaska and back again. They 
cross the Gulf of Mexico in a 
sustained flight of more than 500 
miles. The golden plover spends 
its winters on the pampas of 
Brazil, Paraguay, Argentina and 
Bolivia. From the coast of Venel 
zuela they take off on their flight 
to Labrador, via Nova Scotia, 2400 
miles nonstop flight without rest, 
food or water—and without a 
compass! 

Spring migration {!s in full 
swing and there is no sight more 
thrilling to the sportsman than 
the V-formations of wild geese 
and the huge flights of ducks as 
they wend their way northward 
to their favorite breeding 
grounds. Why they migrate may 
always remain a mystery, but man 
will never cease to thrill to the 
honking of the geese and fervent- 
ly wish he could join them on 


their journeys as they wing their 
way through the heavens.

Overcoming Grief 
; By Dr. Paul Popenoce 


La R. AND MRS. G. lost their only son in Korea. “There 
M doesn’t seem to be much to live for now,” Mrs. G, 
writes. “You have stressed the need for bereaved per- 
gonms to express their grief freely. Goodness knows my hus- 
band and I have done that! But the terrible and unexpected 
outcome is our feeling of guilt. We can’t help thinking that 
our son would never have joined the service is we had been 
better parents and if we had made him happier at home.” 

That feeling of guilt (almost always unjustified) is one 
of the most distressing results of bereavement, and very com- 
mon, Mrs. G. Your boy doubtless would have been drafted 


if he had not volunteered; but I realize that such logic does > 


not comfort very much, nor remove the disheartening 


symptoms. 7 
= 

“THE PICTURE SHOWN by persons in acute grief is 
very uniform,” Psychiatrist Erich Lindemann noted in de- 
scribing his experiences with bereaved persons. Common to 
all of them is a sensation of distress “occurring in waves 
lesting from 20 minutes to an hour at a time, a feeling of 
tightness in the throat, choking with shortness of breath, need 
for sighing, and an empty feeling in the abdomen, lack of 
muscular power and an intense subjective distress described 
as tension or mental pain. The patient soon learns that these 
waves of discomfort can be precipitated by visits, by men- 
tioning the deceased, and by receiving sympathy,” so he 
tends to avoid all these and, therefore, makes his condition 
worse. 

Sometimes he suppresses all feeling, only to have it break 
out months or even years later in a more acute and painful 
form. Sometimes the patient is alarmed by thoughts of 
suicide, by the feeling that he is going insane or by develop- 
ing sudden hostile attitudes toward those around him. 

x * 

WHAT CAN YOU DO? If your symptoms are severe, get 
the help of your physician; but the permanent solution de- 
pends on three steps, Dr. Lindemann believes. You must 
gradually emancipate yourself from emotional bondage to the 
deceased; you must readjust yourself to surroundings in which 
the loved one is missing, and you must form new relationships. 

Religious agencies are of great help to those who are able 
to accept them. Talk things out fully with your clergyman 
and others, Mrs. G. You have to accept the pain of bereave- 
ment and work out new adjustments, create new relationships, 
find for yourself new tasks. You must be active, not passive. 
Psychiatrists call this process “grief work,” which empha- 
sizes the fact that it is really work—and it is work which you 


must do for yourself.

Grunewald's Troubles With Congress 


Senators Asked Him About Wire- Tapping, House Investigators About Tax Case, Got Few Answers

In June, he was guest at a get- 
acquainted-with-Grunewald 
at ot tse Capitol. Invitations were 
sent out from the office of the 
Senate Sergeant-at-Arms, who 
later said he knew nothing about 

h a party. 

Before the year ended, Grune- 
wald’s political sympathies 
showed a 2-1 split. He gave $500 
te the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, then tossed $1000 into 
the campaign of Joseph E. Talbot, ° 
Connecticut Republican who 
made an unsuccessful attempt to 
unseat Senator Brien McMahon 
(Dem.), Connecticut. 

Grunewald’s troubles began 
shaping up when the FBI 
quizzed him about a question of 
wire-tapping. The question was 
whether Grunewald relayed in- 


formation about millionaire plane | 


maker Howard Hughes to Sen- 
ator Owen D. Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, in 1947. Lt. Joseph W. 


Shimon, of the Washington po- © 


lice department, was alleged to 
have done the wire-tapping for 
Grunewald. 

As a result of the charge, Shi- 
mon was removed in 1949 from 
his post as chief investigator for 
the United States Attorney and 
sent back to precinct duty. Grune- 
wald became involved when Po- 
lice Pvt. John McHale tipped 
off officials to Shimon’s alleged 
wire-tapping. 

McHale reported Shimon was 
hired by Pan American Airways, 
through Grunewald, to tap 
Hughes’s wires. Grtnewald was 
an old friend of Shimon. He let 
the officer live rent free in the 
Grunewald office suite at the 
Washington Hotel for about seven 
weeks in 1948. Grunewald was 
an old friend of Senator Brewster. 
While a grand jury began to 
work, the wiretap scandal boiled 
up in the Capitol. Senator Pep- 
per, as chairman of a special in- 
vestigating subcommittee, quickly 
focussed his sights on Brewster. 

Also recalled was Hughes’s 
charge that Brewster “proposi- 
tioned” him to merge the Hughes 
Trans-World Airlines with Pan 
American Airways, with an offer 
to call off the Senate investiga- 
tion if he would do so. Brewster 
denied. such an offer. 

While the Pepper committee’s 
curiosity about Grunewald got 
hotter and hotter, his trail got 
colder and colder. It turned out 
that some time after his chat with 
the FBI, Grunewald made a trip 
to Spring Lake, N.J., then re- 
turned to Washington. 

On July 31 he went to.see his 
doctor. The doctor advised a rest. 
Grunewald went out of town to 
a rented room 50 miles away in 
The Plains, Va. He was accom- 
panied by Charles Burke, of Ta- 
koma Park, the old friend who 
was also chauffeur, handyman, 
and semi-secretary to Grunewald. 

The day he saw his doctor was 
also the day the grand jury is- 
sued a subpena for him, a fact 
 gggptte said he did not learn 

r weeks. On Aug. ll, the 
grand jury hit a statute of limi- 
tations deadline on the alleged 
1947 wiretapping and let it pass 


. without indictments. 


Grunewald came back to Wash- 
ington from The Plains four or 
five times. He called his secre- 
tary to pay some bills, but she 
never mentioned he was wanted. 

Did he think she. was an 2?ffi- 
cient secretary, Grunewald was 
asked. “I should think she is,” 
he said. 
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ITH indictment day gone, 
W Pepper's committee made 

new efforts to prove Shimon 
tapped Hughes’s phones for 
Brewster and relayed the infor- 
mation through Grunewald, 
Shimon and Brewster insisted the 
wire-tapping was done to estab- 
lish the motive of a man who was 
shadowing Brewster. The “shad- 
ow” was found and denied shad- 
owing the Senator. 

In early September, Pepper 
and Brewster both went off to 
attend a meeting of the Inter- 
parliamentary Union in Ireland. 
Pepper’s subpena for Grunewald 
still was outstanding. 

Finally on Sept. 6, the FBI 
found Grunewald at The Plains. 
He called on the grand jury Sept. 
8. On Sept. 11 and 12, he ap- 
peared before the Senate com- 
mittee. 

He astounded the Senators by 
admitting he had never heard of 
their investigation, hecause of his

strict obedience to his doctor’s 
orders to do nothing, not even 
read the newspapers. 

Facing the committee with 
Grunewald was his lawyer, Wil- 
liam Power Maloney, former spe- 
cial assistant to the Attorney 
General. 

“He is no mystery man, sir,” 
said Maloney of Grunewald. 

“He has lived here for,a good 
many years, I am sure there is 
no mystery about this man. He 
is a sedate, respectable American 
citizen. He has his rights, and 
I intend to protect them.” 

Grunewald identified his occu- 
pation as public relations coun- 
sel specializing in investigative 
work. 

“Don’t classify me as a private 
detective,” he said. “There is 
such a thing as being an investi- 
gator. There is also such a thing 
as being a private detective. In- 
vestigators are on a high plane.” 

“A high plane?” asked com- 
mittee counsel Martin Fay. 

“That is correct,” said Grune- 
wald. “Having been an FBI fel- 
low myself, there is quite a dif- 
ference there.” 

He said his FBI training taught 
him how to tell whether a wire 
was tapped. He said he put this 
knowledge to use in checking 
Pan American phones against a 
tap, but he firmly denied know- 
ing how to tap a wire himself. 

He said Maloney, his lawyer, 
had introduced him to Shimon 
some eight years before. He ade 
mitted talking to Shimon a num- 
ber of other times but he said he 
“never” saw Shimon at the capi- 
tol.. He said he visited the capi- 
tol all the time, jumping up to 
tHe Hill to talk to his friends, 
but “if I saw Senator Brewster 
it would be purely on something 
else and nothing to do with the 
Howard Hughes investigation.”

FTER two bouts of question- 
Aine Grunewald was excused. 
Later the district committee 
voted to cite him for contempt 
for the questions he refused to 
answer. The recommendation was 
mislaid, and never rediscovered. 
Those who favored it finally for- 
got it in the belief it would be 
filibustered in the Senate. 
heir belief was reinforced by 
a G.O.P. minority report, at- 
tributed mainly to efforts made 
by Brewster and Senators Robert 
C. Hendrickson (Rep.), New Jer- 
sey, and Joseph R. McCarthy 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. 
The report opposed punishment 


of Grunewald or Shimon. It said 


the questioning of Grunewald 
was not complete and that the 
contempt citation failed to show 
how the questions he failed to 
answer were pertinent to the wire- 
tapping issue. 

Within the year Grunewald 
faced anothe® sharper test of his 
tell-’em-nothing tactics. 

Grunewald knew in advance 
that his name was about to break 
into the House. investigation of 
Internal Revenue scandals. 

The hearings neared a crisis for 
Grunewald on Dec. 4, 1951. That 
day, Abraham Teitelbaum, one- 
time lawyer for Al Capone, gave 
the House investigators their big- 
gest shocker.

He charged that Frank Nathan, 
a Pittsburgh promoter, and Bert 
Naster, a Miami electrical manu- 
facturer, tried to shake him down 
for $500,000. He said they boast- 
ed their important Washington 
connections could get him out of 
his tax job with the Government. 
They denied it. 

That night Grunewald visited 
his old friend, Charles Oliphant, 
general counsel of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau. Grunewald sug- 
gested Oliphant need not neces- 
sarily tell about Grunewald’s 
inquiry to him about the “rack- 
eteer status” of the Teitelbaum 
tax case.. The racketeer label was 
one that speeded tax cases for 
prosecution, 

Oliphant told Grunewald that 
if he were asked about the mat- 
ter under oath he certainly would 
tell the truth. 

Oliphant did so on the after- 
noon of Dec. 5, in a closed door 
session of the House investigators, 
after he resigned as chief 
counsel. 

Chairman Cecil King (Dem.), 
California, announced that a sub- 
pena was out for Grunewald. 

Next day, Grunewald tele- 
phoned Oliphant. Obeying in- 
structions of the King subcom- 
mittee, Oliphant told Grunewald 
about the subenpa. That evening 
Grunewald went into Georgetown 
Hospital for treatment of what 
was described as “severe neérv- 
ous strain and intestinal upset.” 
He received the subpena there 
the following day. 

During Grunewald’s stay in the 
hospital, the King committee went 
into the conversations involving 
Nathan and Naster, and the offi- 
cial records of the Teitelbaum 
tax case. Naster and Natham 
admitted knowing Grunewald. 
Nathan linked himself by his tes- 
timony to a mysterious Arthur 
Brevaire, a man with “a roomful 
of deal” a few doors away from 
the Grunewald office suite in the 
Washington Hotel. Into the rec- 
ord went the check by which 
Grunewald on Sept. 19 paid Bre- 
vaire’s hotel bill. The committee 
called on Grunewald in his hos- 
pital room and gathered the idea 
he would talk to them only in 
open session. 
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FTER he left the hospital, 

Grunewald set out to prove 

the error of the idea that he 
would talk at all. 

Grunewald with his attorney, 
Maloney, turned up Dec. 21. 

Maloney wanted to read a state- 
ment. Acting Chairman Eugene 
Keogh (Dem.), New York, refused 
to let him. A moment later, 
Keogh permitted Grunewald to 
read the Maloney statement. 

It was all about Grunewald, 
and about how the committee had 
placed him on public trial with- 
out the safeguards granted in 
court. Because of this, Maloney 
was advising Grunewald to an- 
swer no questians. 

After the reading Grunewald 
met a number of questions by 
“most respectfully” following the 
advice of Maloney and declining 
to answer. 

On Jan. 29 the committee called 
him back. With Maloney present, 
Grunewald offered to read a 
statement saving why he would 
not testify. Maloney’s outspoken 
protest at the committee’s refusal 
to listen brought an order to re- 
move the lawyer from the room. 
As Maloney was led out, Grune- 
wald was told to return in an 
hour or so with a new lawyer. 


When Grunewald returned to 


the witness chair, alone, he an- 
nounced that since he had been 
deprived of counsel of his own 
choosing, he would answer no 
questions. This he proceeded to 
do in composed silence through 
a barrage of questions. Finally 
both Grunewald and Maloney 
were cited for contempt. Grune- 
wald left with orders to return 
for another session. 

Oliphant said in his testimony 
that at one of their frequent 
luncheons, at which Grunewald 
always picked up the check, 
Grunewald casually inquired 
about the “racketeer status” . of 
the Teitelbaum tax case. The 
date was July 23—a few days 
after the time fixed by Teitel- 
baum as the most intense point 
in the alleged “shakedown.” 

Oliphant said he checked for 
Grunewald, and reported to him 
it was doubtful whether Teitel- 
baum’s case would be classified 
as “racketeer.” It was so classi- 
fied at the moment, but was about 
to be routed back to Chicago for 
further study. 

. Two days later Oliphant or- 
dered the case brought to him 
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from the mail room. Oliphant’s 
action was taken to mean the 
case would not be given further 
study in Chicago. It was given 
some further thought in Wash- 
ington, and then passed from In- 
ternal Revenue to the Justice 
a in November. 
* * 
LIPHANT also testified 
Grunewald inquired about the 
million-dollar tax case of Hy- 
man Harvey: Klein, a Baltimore 
liquor dealer. Oliphant told the 
committee he understood Grune- 
wald was representing Senator 
Styles Bridges (Rep.), New Hamp- 
shire, in his inquiries. 

Bridges said this was not so. 
Bridges, however, said he had 
asked the bureau to s€ek some 
kind of settlement with Klein 
after the liquor dealer was hit in 
1948 with a jeopardy assessment. 
The Government assessed Klein 
$5,227,883.99 (of which one third 
was penalty). It charged he re- 
ported only about $147,000 in- 
come for the period 1944 through 
1946 when he should have report- 
ed more than $4,000,000. Klein 
denied it. He is reported to have 
said he paid $1,200,000 as a 25 
per cent capital gains levy on the 
money the Government claimed 
was subject to full income taxes. 

Oliphant also disclosed that 
Grunewald once called to make a 
friendly inquiry about a pay rise 
Oliphant later received. 

Of the tax officials he 
known, Grunewald § said, 
never asked any of them for any 
favor at any time.” 

Grunewald’s Washington apart- 
ment is comfortable but not os- 
tentatious. In one corner of the 
large step-down living room is a 
piano, in another the television 
set. On the long gray wall over 
the sofa are three portraits in oil. 
The large center one showed 
Grunewald in a banker’s pose. 
The other two showed his attrac- 
tive blonde daughters painted by 
the late Howard Chandler Chris- 
ty. 

His pet canary, Hansi, 12 years 
old, keeps silent in a cage in the 
dining room.

Grunewald’s own confidence in 
the final outcome of his invest- 
gation is shared by his daughter, 
Mrs. Hartzell, who says her father 
is “a wonderful guy.” She says 
her parents always are doing 
charitable things like helping two 
medical students to finance their 
schooling. 

She says her mother’s heart 
was broken when Grunewald had 
to sell their $100,000 Florida 
“dreamhouse” to pay a $51,000 
federal tax lien in January. Mrs. 
Hartzell added proudly, “The 
taxes were honestly owed and 
honestly reported.” 


Still unanswered was the ques- 
tion of how Grunewald came to 
know in such precise detail about 
the Teitelbaum tax case that he 
could ask about its racketeer 
status. On this and other In- 
ternal Revenue questions, Grune- 
wald remained soundly wired for 
silence. . 

And it is left to Congress and 
the grand jury to tell whether the 

wires Grunewald had learned so 
well to pull would finally trap 
him or leave him unentangled.

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South opens the proceedings 
normally with a bid of one spade, 
West passes this hand being too 
weak.for a takeout double), and 
it is up to North. 

‘Three different responses are 
conceivable. North aan bid two 
clubs; he can respond with one 
no-trump; or he can raise to two 
spades. Which of these actions 
is the most logical? 

First, let’s examine the two- 
club takeout. As used by every 
player of acknowledged skill, this 
sort of ver-one response an- 
nounces a very fair hand, not 
much short of opening-bid re- 
quirements. In honor-trick evalu- 

tion, this response shows at least 

o honor-tricks with a five-card 
suit; at least 144 honor-tricks 
with a six-card suit. Im terms of 
point-count, such two-over-one 
takeout indicates at least 10 
points in high cards (using the 
scale of 4 for an ace, 3 for a king, 
2 for a queen, 1 for a jack). 

Obviously, North’s holding fails 
to measure up on either evalu- 
ation method and so, if he bids 
two clubs, he is “lying” to his 
partner, That is a dangerous 
practice! 

The choice, then, clearly lies 
between one no-trump and two 
spades, and it becomes a matter 
of choosing the lesser evil—rais- 
ing with slightly inadequate 
trump support, or bidding no- 
trump with unbalanced distribu- 
tion. To repeat, there are two 
schools of thought on this, but 
this writer’s view is that the 
single raise of spades is substan- 
tially the better solution.
